post conviction petition and get 
a lawyer," Judge Battle said 
Wednesday in disclosing receipt 
of the letter. "If he does, then 
we'll have an evidentiary hear- 
ing "

legal rights were impaired to 
the extent that a new start in 
the case is warranted.

A House .inestigatip^ subcommittee. 


heddi'd by Representative- Otis Pike, has 
found that the .National Security Agency 
directed a message to the .Joint Chiefs of 
Staff warning that the mission approved 
for the Pueblo might be more risky than 
had been 
earlier determined and that 


consideration should be su-en to protecting 
it But the Joint Chiefs never received the 
message Instead it was received at the staff 
level and redirected to the commander in 
chief. Pacific, Rear Admiral Frank John- 
son. Rut Admiral Johnson didn't get the 
message cither as it wa^ received at the 
ptaff level of his office and never brought 
to his attention. It was Admiral Johnson's 
decision that the Pueblo mission involved 


onh ••minimal risk" and iio provisions for 
; ir ()•• sea protection were made. 


It might be easy to blame the lower 


levels of command at both the Joint Chiefs' 
office and in Admiral Johnson's office. But 
even more disturbing was the testimony of 
Admiral Johnson. He would have made the 
same decision even if he had received the 
warning, he told the House subcommittee. 
"These messages come through all the time 


. there is a constant flow" of reports of 


possible enemy attacks. 


The House committee says that the 


National Security Agency had supervision 
of the special intelligence unit aboard the 
Pueblo as it deals mainly with electronic 
surveillance and cryptographic work. Even 
'f there is a large number of intelligence 
missions, it would seem logical that a 
message from the directing agency ought to 
reach its destination and be taken under 
consideration. The incident does not en- 
courage confidence in our military affairs. 


Condemnation of Youth

what \oung people w i l l do with the world 
the\ are inheriting is something which was 
recorded by the Egyptians more than 6,000 
vears ago. many feel thar conditions are

Wisconsin Assembly seems to have fallen 
into this trap by categorically condemning 
the >oung generation George B Belting. R- 
Beloit, favois raising the voting age to 25 
because todav's youth are ''apathetic, weak, 
non-self-reliant and preoccupied with ani- 
mal need*" Claiming that today's young 
peop'c are le^ mature than previous 
generations. Belting bases his argument 
solelv 
on 
the 
growing 
rate of 
early 


marriages among this age group and a 
divorce rate he cites as accounting for 76 
per cent of all divorces. 


The Beloit legislator says this immatur- 


itv is proved by early marriages, which he 
says are recognized by sociologists as a sign 
of immaturity He claims that brides in such 
marriages seek a soft life of dependency in 
a fantasy world and their grooms want a 
mother image with sexual convenience. We 
do not favor the earlier age of marriages, 
although we do feel that many young 
people entering such marriages are just as 
mature as the present generation of 
parents were at that age. We would like to 
•^ee documented proof for Belting's statis- 
tics. 


Such charges, besides being designed to 


block the move to lower the voting age to 
18. have serious implications 
for 
the 


employment of young people in responsible 
positions, as well as for serving in the 
military, driving an automobile or purchas- 
ing alcoholic beverages. If Assemblyman 
Belting is going to 
make such rash 


•statements, we invite him to consider all 
the consequences. 


Japan Balks at Nuclear Treaty 


Although the United States Senate has 


ratified the nuclear non-proliferation treaty 
and although the I'mted States has another 
treat\ with Japan extending our nuclear 
protection, there seems to be doubt that 
Japan w i l l ratify the new treaty. Along 
w i t h West Germany, Israel and India, 
Japan has not even signed the treaty. 


The Japanese arguments are many. 


The> point out that there is nothing in the 
treaty toward disarmament 
among the 


nuclear powers although the non-nuclear 
nations must pledge not to construct an 
atom bomb Non-nuclear nations must also 
accept, regular inspection teams to make 
sure thev arc living up to their promises. 
West European nations are to be inspected 
hv members of Euratom. a six nation 
Western European organization, hut all 
other non-nuclear nations must submit to 
procedures by the International Atomic 
Energy Agency made up of 97 nations, 
including the Soviet Union and Japan's 
industrial rivals in Europe. The Japanese 
fear that the inspection procedures will 
hinder their development of atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes. The treaty states 
that the inspectors are to seek "indications 


and intentions" which certainly are diffi- 
cult to classify. And the Japanese further 
point out that a nation could stop just one 
step short of developing zn atomic bomb 
and still be within the treaty's limitations 


The closeness of China, which has 


already developed its own nuclear devices 
for war purposes, is another disturbing 
intluence upon the Japanese. With its 
crowded cities, Japan is particularly vul- 
nerable to atomic attack as it discovered a 
quarter of a century ago. 


There is another 
sore 
point. The 


United States has developed a means of 
enriching uranium for nuclear production 
but it keeps the process a secret on the 
grounds that it is important 
military 


information. The Japanese argue that non- 
nuclear nations which 
sign the treaty 


should be let in on the uranium-enriching 
process. The United States balks at this for 
both military and economic reasons. 


It may be that Japan will not sign the 


nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty at least 


until the pact with the United States is 
renegotiated next year. American conces- 
sions on Okinawa are expected to be 
demanded before the pact is agreed upon.

Palestinians who live largley 
to get back to the homes they 
fled under Israeli pressure. 
COMMANDO PROBLEM 


In a d d i t i o n , Husseni is 


wound up with the big new 
political force in the Near 
East — the fedayeen or Pal- 
estinian c o m m a n d o s . The 
commandos have most of their 
training camps, and almost all 
of their bases for operations 
against Israel, on Jordanian 
soil. Their men, dressed up in

The King- is unques- 
tionably ready to negotiate 
with the Israelis through the 
offices of the United Nations 
mediator, Gunnar Jarring. 


In return for Israeli with- 


drawal from the occupied ter- 
ritories, he is prepared 
to 


make a number of changes in 
what 
was 
the status quo 


before the six-day war broke 
out in June, 1967. With respect 
to the West Bank of the 
Jordan, which is the best point 
of departure for Arab action 
against Israel, he speaks of 
demilitarizing the area as 
"one good way to promote 
security." In talks with 
American officials he has ac- 
cepted the principle of minor 
border rectifications to ease 
Israel's security problem. 


As regards Jerusalem, the 


King says it would be "very 
difficult" for him to abandon 
sovereignty "over the Arab 
quarter.'' But he is prepared 
to consider all kinds of accom- 
modations, including interna- 
tional supervision and mixed 
local government, to keep the 
city open for Israelis and 
ethers. "The city of peace," he 
says, "should not be an ob- 
stacle to peace." 


With respect to the Palestin- 


ians, the King is confident that 
in any test of strength his 
army could roll up the fed- 
ayeen. He seems to have no 
idea of retreating forward by 
making himself a "commando 
king'' in a "partisan state" as 
some have suggested. But he 
would like to avoid that kind 
of extreme choice altogether. 
PEACE IS POSSIBLE 


His hope is that the Palestin- 


ians will continue to life, as he 


puts it, "within the Jordanian 
family " Under that umbrella, 
he would be prepared to afford 
the Palestinians "increasing 
self-government" of an entity 
on the West Bank of the 
Jordan. He is convinced that 
under such an 
arrangement 


pressures would diminish and 
a durable peace become possi- 
ble. 


With respect to the rest of 


the world, the king's first 
priority is to be in step with 
other Arab leaders, particular- 
ly Colonel Nasser. He does 
not, by making peace all alone, 
want to be stamped as the 
patsy of the Israelis. For that 
reason, he even prefers not to 
air certain undertakings given 
to him by the United States 
about the future boundaries of 
Jordan. He says: "I am asso- 
ciated with one tendency in the 
Arab world. President Nasser 
is associated 
with another 


tendency. All the tendencies 
should be making peace to- 
gether." 


As to the great powers, the 


King would plainly like to 
maintain the close relationship 
he has had with the United 
States. To that end, he would 
like Washington to play a 
more active role in fostering a 
settlement in the Near East — 
particularly in preparing Is- 
rael for an accord. He would 
also like to have a more 
generous and regular arms 
flow. If only as a last resort, 
he is obviously considering 
several Soviet offers of assist- 
ance. Just after my audience 
with H u s s e i n , two Soviet 
"journalists" went in to sec 
him. 


What is remarkable in all 


this is King Hussein's flexibil- 
ity and moderation Almost 
alone in this troubled area, he 
is prepared 
to see another 


point of view, and to make 
adjustments for it. Moreover, 
even though it is not exactly 
popular to be moderate around 
these parts, the King is not 
panicky. 


He does not insist on having 


a settlement all at once. He 
does not act as if his regime 
will collapse if he doesn't get 
his way. While he thinks it is 
very important to "make a 
beginning" on a settlement, he 
is prepared for a long, evolu- 
tionary process. And that calm 
and wise outlook seems the 
appropriate stance for every- 
body to be taking in this area 
— even the government of the 
United States.

Wisconsin Report 
$400 Million State 
Debt Would be Made 
Legitimate by Vote

MADISON - Not so long 


ago, when the subject of the 
comparatively high ratio of 
taxes borne by the residents of 
Wisconsin would enter a politi- 
cal conversation s o m e o n e 
would caution: 


"Yes, but it is necessary to 


remember that Wisconsin has 
no state debt and that many 
other states have 
borrowed 


heavily. We have maintained a 
pay as you go policy." 


Such a rejoiner has not been 


possible for some years. One 
of the salient facts 
about 


public finance in Wisconsin is 
that the current generation of 
politicians is reversing abrupt- 
ly and speedily the policy of 
their predecessors on such 
claims. 


Indeed, the rate at which the 


long-term debt of the state is 
increasing, not to mention the 
heightened pace of borrowing 
of the creature local govern-

ments, exceeds the rate of 
increase in current taxation, 
although the taxes are imme- 
diate and painful and therefore 
have attracted more political 
attention. 
DEBT AT $400 MILLION 


Consider what has happened 


in recent years and what 
apparently will happen in the 
immediate future in a state 
government which has a con- 
stitution that upon a literal 
reading prohibits state bonding 
for more than $100,000 except 
for the suppression of rebellion 
or resistance to invasion: 


Through the subterfuge of 


the "dummy" corporations, as 
state affairs reporters have 
succeeded in naming them, the 
state now has an actual bond- 
ed debt approaching $400 mil- 
lion. 


Mostly it represents capital 


investment in public institu- 
tions of a dozen kinds. 
MANY ARE NONRESIDENTS 


The new state budget, if 


approved, will add nearly $100 
million to that total for a 
continuation of the enlarge- 
ment, improvement, replace- 
mant and construction of addi- 
tional facilities for ever-in- 
creasing populations in welfare 
and correctional institutions, 
but more particularly, 
the 


swelling enrollments at tax 


supported institutions of higher 
education. 


The realization that an extra* 


ordinarily high number of non- 
residents attend those schools 
is one of the reasons for the 
current movement to curb the 
ratio of such nonresidents who 
are not contributing either to 
debt retirement or debt serv- 
ice costs. 


Lately the "dummy" cor- 


poration concept has been 
extended to embrace the ac- 
celerated construction of ma- 
jor highways. A bond issue of 
more than $35 million was sold 
the other day to permit earlier 
completion of the Interstate 
highway segments in western 
Wisconsin. Freshly introduced 
into the legislature under tiie 
auspices of the state admin- 
istration and the majority 
party in the legislature is 
another measure that would 
permit bonds to build bridges 
that otherwise would not be 
had for another decade or 
more. Both of these programs 
will be difficult to control with 
respect to size. 
REFERENDUM ON BONDS 


Finally, the people of the 


state will be asked on April 1 
to express themselves in an 
advisory way to the legislature 
on a $200 million bond issue 
for accelerated acquisition and 
development of recreational 
lands and the subsidization of 
municipal pollution c o n t r o l 
projects. 


All of this is not to say that 


state borrowing is wrong. It 
is as logical for a state or a 
municipality 
to borrow 
for 


long-range purposes as it is for 
the private corporation. Bond- 
ing is a means to spread the 
cost liability over the genera- 
tions of beneficiaries of such 
investments. 


Yet it is worth noting that 


there will also be on the April 
ballot a ratification referen- 
dum which if approved will 
approve state bonding by in- 
cluding its authorization in the 
constitution and to make pos- 
sible "full faith and credit" 
issues, as they are called. 


DECISION COMES LATE 
The decision to face up to 


the issue literally and straight- 
forwardly comes late for the 
people of Wisconsin and their 
government. 


The limit of the bonding in 


the amendment as it is written 
will probably be about $1.5 
billion. 


But the new system will 


absorb the debt already out- 
standing, which amounts to 
about half of that maximum 
borrowing power. Perhaps it is 
tune to make an honest wom- 
an out of "Miss Forward," 
who adorns the dome of the 
statehouse.

Defending himself in the 


House the 57-year-old Gorton 
said he had been the subject 
of a scurrilous whispering 
campaign. 


"I am glad it has now been 


brought into the open," he 
declared. 


Gorton said he was satisfied 


with his own conduct and that 
Miss Minelli, the 22-year-old 
daughter of singer Judy Gar- 
land, had said the whole thing 
was "a pack of lies." 


An opposition member, Al- 


bert James, told the House 
that an Australian 
gossip 


sheet called Things I Hear 
had reported that Miss Minel- 
li, who visited the country last 
year, had written the article 
for the British magazine Pri- 
vate Eye in which she "re- 
counted what she claims were 
her experiences with the lead- 
ing Australian political fig- 
ure." 


James said the article al- 


legedly dealt with incidents at 
a Sydney night club, in Bali 
during a visit by Gorton to 
Indonesia and in Canberra 
last Christmas. 


The gossip sheet, which is 


published by Sydney journalist 
Frank Browne, said Private 
Eye sold the world rights of 
the article to the CIA. 


James called for an investi- 


gation by the Parliamentary 
Privileges Committee.

followed party lines, with one 
member of the Labor opposi- 
tion voting with the govern- 
ment.

both sides will be named in 
about a month to study admis- 
sion of the Catholic Church into 
the council, it was learned. 


The council is a voluntary fel- 


lowship of 33 Protestant, Angli- 
can and Orthodox denomina- 
tions with 44 million members. 
The Roman Catholic Church, 
which has kept itself aloof from 
the council since it was formed 
in 1950, claims 47.4 million 
American members. 


Annual Meetings 


Catholic inclusion in the coun- 


cil, still regarded as a few years 
away, would thus bring together 
the leaderships of 91.4 million of 
the estimated 126 million Chris- 
tians in the United States. 


The council holds annual 


meetings, elects officers and 
takes policy positions about sec- 
ular issues but has no control 
over the creeds of its member 
Churches. 


Although the doctrinal and

If youngsters do become 


"hooked" or dependent upon 
mind-influencing drugs, what 
then? 


By that time, authorities 


advise, the problem is usually 
beyond the parents' ability to 
handle it alone. 


"Some kind of expert coun- 


seling is called for," says Dr. 
Kenneth 
Keniston of Yale 


University. It could be a 
family friend, a school coun- 
selor, a minister, a phvsician. 
not necessarily a psychologist 
or psychiatrist. 


"Don't regard it as a sign of 


moral corruption, hut rather 
as something being wrong in 
thpir lives." he adds. 


Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth of 


Harvard suggests telling them 
that "you will not condone 
what they are doing, but that 
you will help them all you 
can. and stand by them " 


A college counselor adds: In 


interviews with college youths 
using drugs in a self-destruc- 
tive way. "it was impressive 
how often drugs had been 
'used' t o inform 
parents, 


teachers and others that the 
individual desperately needed 
help " 


The young tend to copy the 


ideas, values, beliefs—and al- 
so prejudices—of parents, and 
so parents should set good 
examples to follow. 


John Finlator, associate di- 


rector of the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs 
remarks: "It's 
difficult for 


adults to answer the young 
person who says, 'I don't 
know why people get excited 
when I use drugs — my old 
man's been hung up on mar- 
tinis for years.' " 


Mirror of Adults 


"Kids tend 
tell the truth 


and mirror what we don't 


want to see in ourselves," 
says Dr. Morris E. Chafetz, 
Harvard Medical School psy- 
chiatrist. "We want to sep- 
arate pot and alcohol, but we 
are of the generation that 
abuses so many drugs." 


The way parents behave 


and talk can seem hypocriti- 
cal at times to youngsters, 
who may then look upon mind- 
influencing drugs as a way of 
escaping hypocrisy. 


Many adults have "made 


their peace" with alcohol and 
t o b a c c o and tranquilizing 
drugs, but give a flat No to 
any experimentation w i t h 
marijuana or fail to give 


a real debate over whether a 
child has a right to do 
something, it is usually too 
late." 


In the long run. says Dr. 


Keniston, "those of us who 
are critical of student drug 
abuse must demonstrate to 
our students that there are 
better and more lasting ways 
to experience the fullness, the 
depth, the variety and the 
richness of life than that of 
ingesting psychoactive chem- 
icals."

That, says one physician, isn't 
going to be a very impressive 
argument if it seems to the 
youngsters that the parents' 
lives, jobs or marriages are 
somewhat miserable.
